OC/J STRIKE. 


The sure condition of the labor market in 


ttiis country was well illustrated by the de- 
velopments in the recent strike of the street 
carmen in this city. We first find that 
men have been workin.s; 14 hours a day for 
seveu days in a week. 
For this service 


they got S9 a week. Xow when a man 
agrees to work 14 hours a day in any busi- 
ness he sells himself, body and soul. All 
the active hoars of his body are taken up in 
serving his corporation master, and so there 
is nothing left for his soul bat to starve. 
Kemember that in this case there is not 
even a Sunday which the car driver may 
call his own. There is not a holiday any- 
where. The compensation is not such as 
will even admit the idea of a vacation. It 
is straight away, 14 hours a day for 3C5 
days is the year. It is as incessant as the 
old tread mills that disgraced prisons of a 
past aud barbaric age. 


In spite of all this, it seems that men 


stand ready and anxious to secure the hard 
berths. There was trouble between Fer- 
guson and the men who worked all day and 
most of the night. Ferguson wanted them 
to buy uniforms, and they knew that they 
were hardly able to do so. A uniform costs 
about SIC. This is a very serious figure 
when you are working double time for a 
bare living. There was in these men's 
lives no margin that might be employed in 
devising schemes to raise the pennies that 
bay the poor man's ornaments. When you 
work 14 hours a day you have done all that 
is possible. If some man asks 3'oa to orna- 
ment yourseif under these conditions, you 
can only ask him to fnraish the money. 


This was the case with the street car 


drivers and conductors. They thought it 
reasonable that they should wear uniforms, 
and they knew it v,-as necessary ttiat the 
company should pay for them. So they 
very respectfully asked Ferguson to in- 
crease thtir wages. They asked for a con- 
ference in which the matters in dispute 
tuizhtbe aiijused. 
Everyone not in the 


iight will say that the men did everything 
in their power to bring about a reasonable 
settlement. This petition was presented to 
Ferguson on the 17th of March. They 
heard from it on the 2."d. 


Ferguson's answer was prefaced with a 


few cjueer preliminaries. 
He took the men 


into his confidence for the purpose of ex- 
plaining to them that the company has been 
to an expense of $000 for track repairing. 
As this was none of the car drivers' busi- 
ness it was not thought necessary to show 
them vouchers, receipts and other docu- 
mentary evidence. Just why they were 
asked to listen to the little tale has not been 
made entirely plain. The figures are not 
large enough to alarm the employes about 
the future existence of the company. The 
amount was entirely too much to ask a nine 
dollar a week and fourteen hour a day man 
to pay it. Ferguson piobably introduced 
his spee;h in this manner in order to avoid 
the old-fashioned prefatory remarks about 
the state of the weather.

Men 
who work 14 hours a day.Sundays included, 
for 89 a week, are apt to regard small fa- 
Tors as avalanche blessings, and so it was 
with the drivers. They agreed to take the 
small advance and dress themselves up in 
uniform. But Ferguson had a log chain 
tied to his proposition. This was in the 
shape of * contract which the men were 
•sked to sign.
